Sierra Mailre voters have been called 
upon to pass on a bond issue of $ 20 ,- 
000 at the special election to be held 
on Tuesday, January 14. Probably 
most of them know the history of the 
water situation well enough to under¬ 
stand why the bonds are askeil for 
by tlit* city trustees. But for the sake 
of those who have not kept themselves 
informed from the news columns of 
tins puper or who have recently come 
to sierra Madre the following brief re¬ 
view of the matter is presented. 

I'or lour years or more serious ef¬ 
forts have been made to place under 
municipal ownership and control the 
Sierra Madre water system and the 
ENTIRE SUPPLY of water from the 
mountains which naturally belongs to 
Sierra Madre. The distributing sys¬ 
tem is owned by the Sierra Madre 
Water Company, a mutual concern not 
operated tor pruht, whose stockholders 
virtually comprise the list of Sierra 
Madre taxpayers. This company owns 
half of the water right of the Little 
Santa Anita Canyon stream, half in¬ 
terest in one of the tunnels and the 
whole of the other tunnel. The other 
half of the jointly owned water rights 
in the Little Santa Anita are owned by 
the Baldwin estate. 

The Condemnation Suit 

Condemnation proceedings were in¬ 
stituted in ] 1*10 by the City of Sierra 
Madre to acquire the Baldwin holdings 
in the canyon. Bonds to the amount 
of $40,11110 were voted in December of | 
that year. It was thought that sum l 
would be sufticient to pay the court's j 
award to the Baldwin estate, the ex- j 
pense of the suit and leave a balance j 
for improvements and extensions. Af- j 
ter dragging through a period of two 
years the case was finally tried by j 
Judge Conrey, wist sustained the right ■ 
of the city to condemn the water 
sought for municipal purposes. lie | 
placed the amount to he paid the Bald¬ 
win estate at a sum slightly In excess 
of $50,000 or about $10,000 more than 
had been provided for in tile bond is¬ 
sue. The expenses of the suit were j 
more than $5,000. Some funds will be < 
neeessary for immediate repairs to the 
pipe lines carrying water out of file 
canyon. After thoroughly canvassing 
flic situation flic city trustees decided 
to ask a supplementary bond issue of 
$ 20.0011 to complete tlie undertaking. 
Two other courses were open to them.

Instead they \ 
chose tlie bond issue as a means of 
spreading the expense over a period of 
years. 

Purchase of Water Company 

in 11*11 the stockholders of tlie Sierra 
Madre Water Company voted to sell | 
their supply and distributing system 
to the city for $98,000. In turn the j 
voters authorised a bond issue of $ 111 ,- j 
OHO to make the purchase, the balance 1 
of $15,000 being for extensions and fur- | 
tlier water development. Most of this . 
latter amount has been expended under i 
the joint direction of the water com- j 
patiy directors and city trustees. When 
the purchase iseonsummated the amount 
so expended will be paid back to the 
company by the city In addition to the 
$98,000 agreed upon. Completion of 
tlie purchase lias been delayed for fear 
it might complicate the situation In 
tlie condemnation suit above referred 
to. 

Acquisition of the water company's 
holdings can. of course, be consum¬ 
mated without the securing of the 
Baldwin holdings. But past experi¬ 
ence has shown the Baldwin Interests 
to be very undesirable partners in the 
canyon. It Is frankly admitted by those j 
most familiar with the water situation 
that $50,000 is more than the water 
actually to be acquired by tiu 1 condem¬ 
nation is worth. But the value to i 
Sierra Madre of getting rid of the 
Baldwin ownership in the canyon is j 
felt to be worth almost any amount, j 
It is a necessity If Sierra Madre Is to 
develop and make the best use of the I 
water supply which already belongs to ! 
her. The water company has been ! 
hampered and tin* city will continue 
to be hampered in taking care of its 
share of the water now available. 

And further development will be out j 
of the question unless the purchase by : 
condemnation is carried through to j 
completion. 

Shall We See It Through? 

Sierra Madre has repeatedly voted in 
favor of municipal ownership of the 
! entire water supply. The vote at the 
bond elections already held has been 
! about four to one in f ivor of the prop-

INTER-CITY COMMISSION MEM¬ 
BERS SHf AT PROPOSAL OF 
THE PRESIDENT 

Sierra Madre's delegation to the In¬ 
ter-City Commission vote-* to with¬ 
draw- from that body almost immedi¬ 
ately after having been admitted, part¬ 
ly for the reason that the commission 
was undertaking matters not originally 
included within the scope of its work. 
Among these was the proposal of Pres¬ 
ident Reavis to tiring beforre the leg¬ 
islature some plan for city and county 
consolidation'or annexation less objec¬ 
tionable than that which was voted 
down at the November election. Now 
it appears that the delegates from oth¬ 
er cities are opposing the plans ad¬ 
vanced by Mr. Reavis. 

Arthur Noble, vice president of the 
commission for Pasadena, says em¬ 
phatically that whatever vi c ws the 
commission's president, John D. Reav¬ 
is. may have expressed in favor of the 
proposed new amendment, these views 
were purely personal and did not rep¬ 
resent the commission. The matter. He 
said, had come up before the commit¬ 
tee on legislation, of which T. P I.lik¬ 
ens is chairman, and it was decided 
that no action should lie taken by the 
commission. 

"Local commissioners." said Mr. No¬ 
ble, "are interested in annexation ex¬ 
actly the same as any other citizen and 
will be opposed to the plan unless it 
should lie of advantage to Pasadena 

"Our plans are not political," went 
on Mr. Noble, "they are mostly plans 
for the physical improvement of the 
valley : We are working for: First, 
outfall sewers: second, adequate water 
supply: quicker communication gith 
I.os Angeles; illumination of the main 
county roads and the expert mainte¬ 
nance of those roads; and tin- abolition 
of Dill hoards." In reference to road 
maintenance. Mr. Noble said the com¬ 
mission regarded this work as of very 
great importance. In the valley $ 3 ,- 
500.1100 bail been spent on roads and 
there is nbw a good skeleton. But tlie 
work must be pushed further. The 
various roads must he joined. 

"Wj. shall work hard," said Mr. No¬ 
ble. speaking for the local commission.

ORDINANCE NO. 165 

An Ordinance calling a special election 
to be held in the City of Sierra Madre 
on Tuesday, the 14th day of January, 
1913, for the purpose of submitting to 
the qualified voters of said City a cer¬ 
tain proposition to incur a bonded 
indebtedness in the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to pay the cost of 
a certain revenue-producing munici¬ 
pal improvement, to wit: The com¬ 
pletion of a certain system of water 
works for supplying said City and the 
inhabitants thereof with water, and 
for distributing such water, for the 
acquisition and construction of which 
an indebtedness in the sum of Forty 
Thousand Dollars was authorized at 
the special election held in said City 
on the 13th day of December, 1910;

ment, and for the levy of a tax for 
che payment of said bonds; estab¬ 
lishing an election precinct for said 
special election, designating a polling 
place therefor and appointing the 
election officers for said election.

Next morning at 4:02 we again take 
the train and soon are in the midst of 
delightful scenery—rivers flowing deep 
down in gorges and canons, ftne tim¬ 
ber and saw mills. Early in the after¬ 
noon we arrive at Krankton and here 
the land begins to improve and nice 
farms are seen with iron roofed build¬ 
ing. each with its rainwater tank at 
one corner of the house—there are very 
few wells here, most of the people de¬ 
pending on the rain for water for do¬ 
mestic use. 

After once getting our room at Ro¬ 
torua. we start out and soon find some 
boiling springs near the government 
reservation and find that the sanitari¬ 
um Is under government ownership and 
rules. Tomorrow promises to he an in¬ 
teresting day, so we retire early.
